- /.I hate dust jacket blurbs. Not only do they exaggerate the worth of books, until 
Keith'.Laumer is .Shakespeare risen from the grave, but the story they describe rarely 
bears any relationship to the book they are printed on. 

Some publishers are accurate. I can read the back of a Ballantine or Berkeley 
paperback and be sure what will be inside. But other publishers. . .take for example, 
this blurb from De Camp's Le ab Darkness Fall ; 

"WHEN AK.i?" Padway asked himself as he slowly recovered his senses 
after being struck down by the uncanny, lightning . ..His blood froze with 
the answer. - ' ... 

This has nothing to do with the story, ahdin ;; ariy case,, that is not how De Camp 
describes the scene. Doubtless the 'publishers believe that such blurbs grad the brow- 
ser' s attention in the same way that a naked woman on the 'c«ver does. Or try this: 
■ Due. to circumstances .' within.,- our, control' TOMORROW WILL BE CANCELLED... 

Y«u had" to be special to be an 'Eternal. ■ Andrew Harlan was special. Unti^l 

he committed the one unforgiveable sin - falling in l»ve. 

That's slightly more accurate, than the preceding blurb, ..but it is misleading. One 
expects raw sex scenes to be preceded and^. followed by ' raw .sex scenes in this, philoso- 
phical book - Isaac Asiir.ov's The End' of Eternity - (Fawcett T l6i'9 - 75#). 

In this book,, when time travel and the fact that time travel could be used to al- 
ter reality was discovered, a group of .scientists set themselves _ up to alter reality 
to make the maximum number «f people' happy (a progressive philosophy). 

Through Andrew .Harlan, As imov'tak'e.s us on a tour of Eternity, the Olympus of these 
scientists.. We see these Eternals' work, trying to make people happy. We see what hap- 
pens when Harlan comes into contact with a reality with which he had had no contact f«r 
almost two decades. 

Yes, though I hate to give the satisfaction, Harlan does fall in love with a girl 
names Nays. 

Now we get into the plot twists the time in which the girl lives is up to be 
changed. When that change* is" made, the girl will no longer exist. T« save her, Harlan 
takes her to an unused section of Eternity and hides her. 

Then he discovers something, "A terrible secret which embraced all Eternity" (from 
the book, not the blurb). 

The assets of this book are many. Asimov's style is easy to read, the philosophi- 
cal content' of this book, in its thoughts on time are very worthwhile, and, surprising- 
ly, the fact that, despite' the breadth of the book, at no time does Asimov skim over 
■anything of "importance. Also, encouragingly, there is a touch »f romanticism in the 
book. Finally, Asimov draws out his characters' psychologies, something whi»h he . 
rarely manages. 

The debits are that everyone's speech sounds like everyone else's, and that: this 
book demands some thought. But that thought returns fine dividends.

And, ; at long last, the Tenth Anniversary Issue, is over. At 62 pages, GRAUSTARK 
#28? is probably the largest postal Diplomacy bulletin ever published. It took about 
two months in preparation, and was swelled by the bales of press releases written by 
the participants in 73.2b (in particular).. - 

Two people were left out of the acknowledgements on p. 2 «f ,#289 > : Hank Davis, be- 
cause he arrived after that page was printed, and a girl named Jean/or Jane, attached 
to Mike Honig, whose name I never did /catch accurately. ■ 

There, were also a couple «f errors in the Table of Contents. The press releases 
for 73 -2b Vegan dn p. 32, not on p. 3U. And there was some "Miscellany" on p. 3k as 
well as in the other indicated places. 

The collating session was fun, and despite the fact that I had to cut 5 stencils

that day there were no'raajor' bottlenecks* During and after the collating wero played 
many games of Nuclear War, Origins, Quebec 1759, and a few other games. ' 

I have finally achieved an ambiti<vn nf cutting rt«wn the amount of work required 
by this publication. At the beginning of the year I was printing 2k pages every sec- 
ond Saturday^ nou I am printing 12. pages every third Saturday. This involves cutting 
down the work by two-thirds, .. . 

It also involves cutting down the number of pages by two-thirds. So there is not 
going to be the space for press releases that previous issues have, made available. In 
due time all press releases are going to be printed - but if they come in in great ' *■ 
quantities, "due time" is going to be rather long, Players who expect to see their 
press releases, in print in less than 2. or 3 months are going to have to keep this in 
mind before, they send too much stuff,

I must confess to, .having miscalculated the President's reaction to the crisis * 
loosely entitled "Watergate".
